multiplied under tle peaceful British rule, and Europe, parti- 
cularly England, has obtained an immense benefit from this 
country. Butit is to be regretted that this country is new 
being reduced to poverty by the excessive drain of its wealth to 
England, If the drain were not soon checked, a large part of 
the population would die of starvation for want of food. The

Selections from Vernacular N ewepapers for the week ending 
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18th November, 1889), complains that convicts ars deorlied, 
of their liberty for a certain term fixed by Magistrates or 
. Judges in proportion to the more or less gericotis nature of 
their offences, and that hard labour is exaéted fiom them , but - 
that no efforts gre made to reclaim them during their i impri« 
-sonmient. The severity with which they are treated: in jails, 
far from having ariy godd effect on their morals, makes theni 
' more discontented with society ard acts as an incentive to the 
commission of gtaver offences. The ease of Tantia, Bhil, is a 
rood instance in point. He led a peaceful life up to the age 
of 36. -He was once sent to jail for some offence. On his 
release he became an inveterate enemy to society. He was not a. 
wicked man by nature, as even during his career of robbery and 
plunder he assisted the weak and helpless and gave alms to the 
poor. Convicts are, so to speak, patients suffering from moral 
diseases, They should he sent to jails for treatment, arid should 
not be released until there is a marked change for the better in 
their character. In order to provide for an improvement in the 
morals of convicts, the introduction of the following reforms 
in the jail administration is necessary :—First, every convict 
should be taught an art or profession suited to his caste. or 
social position and hig personal taste, which he may be able to 

practise for earning a livelihood on his release. ‘Nothing 
could be more objectionable than to teach a Brahman masonry 
oy any other sych industry, Secondly, Government should 
wake over to every convict, at the time of his release, the pro- 
fits of his labour during his incarceration after deducting 
therefrom the cost of his food and clothing, so that he may be 
able to support himself for some time even without employ 
ment and to provide himself with the necessary things which 
he may require for practising the trade or calling which he 
has been taught in jail. The above practice already obtains in 
the United States. Thirdly, convicts should be supplied better 
food and clothing than at present, or at least those among then 
who belong to the higher classes of the community. Some- 
times well-to-do persons happen to commit offences and 
are sentenced to imprisonment. They cannot eat and 

sf the inferior kind of food sup plied to convicts.

éach prisoner receives a single kurta or coat of blanket. Well-’ 
to-do - persons are not accustomed to the use of this kind. of : 
dress, Again, a single coat canndt properly protect old and 
weak persons from the inclemencies of the weather. When 
the profits of the labour of convicts exceed their expenses they” 
should not be half starved and half clad, In no other civilized 
country are prisoners treated with such severity. In England 
_ they receive a far better treatment. Fourthly, the religious 
‘feelings of convicts should be respected, At present as soon 
as a convict is sent to a jail he is subjected to a complete 
shaving, and if he wears the sacred thread, he is deprived of it. 
The practice is opposed to the customs of Hindus and Muham- 
madans and serves no useful purpose. Owing to their com- 
pulsory violation of their caste rules in jail in the matter of 
preparation ‘of food, &e., many convicts on their release are 
excomm unicated by their caste-fellows. The hardships to 
which they are exposed by. their excommunication often 
induce them to ado pt a criminal career and to harass society 
which has ceased to sympathize with them, Far from inter- 
fering with the religious customs.of convicts, facilities should. 
be afforded them for the performance of their religious duties 
in prisons. — “Moreover, » arrangements shouldbe made, if 


practicable, for moral lectures being periodically delivered to

Under such circumstances it is 
but natural that Hindus should be anxious to preserve the 
bovine species. Many unprejudiced Musalmans, “too, , have 
Joined them in the noble movement. The attitude of open 
hostility assumed by some officials is unjustifiable. Mr. 
Wright, the District Magistrate of Cawnpore, has already 
begun to interfere. He has forbidden the Cawnpore Cow 
Protection Society to send its kine to the pasturage by the 
Nawsfbganj road. Pandit Jagat Narain intended to make 
speeches at Hatia and Chakla on the protection of kine, but 
he was prevented from doing so. Balkrishnaand some other 
persons used to deliver lectures on the same subject in public 
streets and thoroughfares. Mr. Wright sent for and threa- 
tened them and warned them against preaching in public 
streets in future. Similarly no lectures on the subject were 
allowed at the late Bithur fair. Such an interference on 
the part of the Magistrate is in opposition to the terms of 
Her Majesty’s proclamation of 1858.

The 
clerks in charge of such pounds, who are as a rale Musalmans, 
do not properly feed cattle, and appropriate a large portion of 
the allowance sanctioned by Government for the purpose, to 
their own use. The best proof of the starvation of the 
eattle is to. be found in the. circumstance that they 
considerably lose weight during their confinement. The clerks 
sometimes forcibly take from the owners of impounded’ 
cattle more than the fixed fines, and of course keep the excess 
so realized to themselves. Sometimes they do not enter some 
impounded cattle in the register and quietly ‘release them 
on receipt of the usual fines from the owners which they tliem-— 
selves appropriate and never deposit in the Government treasury.
